Ho looks about ten 
or twelve, the age at wiiich an English 
boy is tho most awkward, uncouth, 
and addicted to tumbling over his own 
abnormally dovoloped f eot. Only a 
few months ago he was a poor boy in 
an obscure village, of a family occasi- 
onally pinched for tho coniniouest 
necessaries of life. His practical ao- 
i^rnintanco with clothing did not ex- 
tend beyond tho priinitivo dhotio; tho 
life before him was that of a jjlodding 
cultivator of a fow acres of inimerable 
land. Suddenly there came for liim a 
grand transformation scono. Tho vil- 
lage boy, through careful genealogical 
enquiries, was discoTered to be collab- 
erally the nearest heir to the disgrac- 
ed and deposed Guicowar. He was I 
taken from his village with all honor, 
placed with elaborate ceremony on 
the throne of Baroda; tho uoblos and 
state dignitaries owned the village 
boy as their master, and bovred down 
before him; the British resident did 
him honor; the gold aud silver gnus of 
Baroda were his; tho chains, collars, 
aigrettes, and augillettes of gems, fab- 
ulous in their value, were the inde- 
feasible if incidental appendage of the 
youth before whom a month before 
there lay a future of sordid toil. No 
freak of fiction could bo imagined 
stranger th.in tho aiunzing revolution 
in this child's lot. The boy is as 
coaiposod, and even apathetic, in bis 
new position as if he had been born 
into the purple. He accepts homage 
with a languid placidity of condescen- 
sion; he negligently iialronizes gov- 
orument secretaries and self-impor- 
tant residents, apparently regarding 
all such iior.'ious as having been ex- 
pressly created to contribute to his 
convetiionco; he has lallon naturally 
and with gonuino grncofuluoas into a 
tone of perfect equality, and frank, 
boyish cordiality, wonderfully well 
blended with dignity, in his; inter- 
course with tho Prince of Wales.

Espensea- . . 

The U. S. House Committee on Appro- 
priations have completed tlio Consular 
and Diplomatic Bill. The estimates last 
year were 81,352,185, and tho amount ap- 
propriated was 1,351,285. The present 
Bill appropriates SOU, 117.50, or .^l-il,- 
339 50 less than the estimates. Tho sala- 
ries of tho Ministers , to Great Britain, 
France, Germany, and Russia have been 
reduced from 817,500 to 814,000" each; 
tho Miuistors to Spain, Austria, Brazil, 
Mexico, .Topan, and China, from 812,000 
to 10,000; Ministers to Italy from 812,000 
to 88,000; Ministers at Portugal, Switzer- 
land, Belgium, Netherlands, iDenmark, 
Sweden and Norway," Turkey, Veinfeznela, 
and Hawaiian Islands from 87,500 to $6,- 
500; Chili and Bolivia are combined in 
one mission at a salary of 86,500; Peru, 
Ecuador and Colombia ore also united in 
one mission, at the damo salary; also tho 
the Argentine Republic, Paraguay, and 
Uruguay, at a salary of 8(5,000; also 
Guatemala, Costa Bica, Honduras, Salva- 
dor and'Nicaragua, as in the former, tho 
law makes the salary 810,009; the salaries 
of tho other olllcora are also reduced. Tho 
Bill contains tho usual appropriation of 
82,500 to enable Minister Bcheuck to em- 
ploy a private amanuensis, his right hand 
having been disabled during the late war.

ment df British Otili^iiabia' having asked 
that that shonld be done.

FINANOIAli DBPBBBSIOK. 

Mr. Mills moved for a committee to

In 1874 5 it imported morohan- 
diso to the vuluo of 82.490,593. and ox 
ported produce worth 82,824,812, leaving 
a balance (without considering about 
half a million of gold exported) S350,000. 
After replying to the strictures of tho 
|hon. Minister of Justico with reference to, 
British Cnlumbia, Mr. DeOosmos declar- 
ed bimB(df in favour of a Protootivo, but 
not a Prohibilory tariir. (Hoar, hear). 
Ho thert'foro moved in amoiulmunt to the 
motion of tho hou. member for Bothwell: 
"Resolved, that an early revision of the 
tariff is vory desirable, and that a revised 
tariff discriminating to a greater degree 
than the existing taritl' in favour of home 
production in manufacture, but not un- 
duly stimulating one section of the coun- 
try or ono induBtry to tho injury of other 
aeotions and other industries, would be 
productive of groat benefit to tho whole 
Dominion. 

Tho question was raised as to whether 
this motion was in order, as it proposed 
uo amondinent to the original motion. 

Mr. Mills urged that the motion was 
out of order, as it committed the ''Housa 
to an alteration of tho tariff. 

Mr. Maokonzio said the resolution in- 
volved some charge in tho taxation of tho 
(jo^ntry or it involved nothing. It in- 
volved a redistribution of existing duties, 
to impose extra charges upon certain 
olasaea; tboroforo it clearly waa out of or- 
der.

CniOAQO, March 4. — A "Times' "

There is a report from army 
sources that tho Presidcut lends a 
willing ear to the proposition to place 
Gen. Sheridan in the War Office tem- 
porarily. 

The 'Tribune's' "Washington special 

says tho general inquiry is, who shall 
follow Belknap into disgrace '? There 
is a panic, suspicion and unrest of ap- 
preheuded corruption hero. The best 
luon of both parties aro mournful and 
insist that we have fallen upon a period 
of greed and that others in high 
places may bo brought low. Secre- 
tary Robeson is luontionod and two 
committees are working at him. They 
have as yet foubd no trace- of crime 
that warrants the rumors. The most 
that has been discovered is irregulari- 
ty and improper interpretation of law.

Thsy will 
bo supplied gratuitously with material for 
reoonstruotion, aqd. grain for sowing. All 
tithes will be refnitted for one year and 
the taxes for two years. 

Rasusa. March 5. — According to advi- 
ces M. Badioh gave a hearing on Satur- 
day to tho iuaurgout leaders who have 
taken refuge in Cettinje. They stead- 
fastly rejected the proposed reforms. M.
